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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


READ CAREFULLY THE FOLLOWING RULES, AS WELL AS THE 
CONDITIONS ON THE ENTRY FORMS 

Entries close June 30th. Double fees after that date, if accepted. 

Interpretation 

1. These Rules and Regulations shall apply to and govern the “Edmonton Exhibi¬ 
tion” to be held at Edmonton from and including the fourteenth day of July, 1924, to 
and including the nineteenth day of July, 1924, (herein called the “Exhibition”) and 
during such Exhibition, if the context so requires, before and after such Exhibition, 
shall be considered as always speaking. 

2. In these Rules and Regulations, unless there be something in the subject or 

context incorsistent therewith, “Association” mea. s the “EJmonton Exhibition Association 
Limited”; “Directors” means the Board of Directors for the time being of such Asso¬ 
ciation; “Executive Committee” means the Executive Committee for the time being 

of such Directors; “Manager” means the manager for the time being of the Association; 
“Judge” means the person or persons appointed to decide an event; “Horse” means 
a stallion, mare or gelding over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Pony” means 
a stallion, mare or gelding not over fourteen hands two inches in height; “Cattle” 
means a bull, cow, steer, heifer or calf; “Animal” means horses or ponies, cattle, sheep 
or swine; “Exhibitor” means any owner signing an entry form and the lessee, manager, 
agent, nominator, driver, rider or servant of such owner; “Event” means any contest 
or sale; “Sale” means an auction sale conducted under the authority of the Association. 
Words importing the singular number only include the plural number and vice versa. 

Words importing the masculine gender only include the feminine gender. Words im¬ 

porting persons include corporations.

For rules and information, see Department 10 in this Prize List. 

Entries 

1. All entries are open to any competition. To be eligible for competition, whether 
singly or in groups, animals must be the bona fide property of exhibitors unless specially 
otherwise specified. 

2. Entries for the Exhibition close at 5 p. m. on June 30th This date has been 
fixed in order that all animals exhibited may be included in the Official Catalogue. 

3. Any person desiring to enter any animal for an event shall cause the entry 
form and agreement therein provided by the Association for such purpose to be signed 
by the owner or his duly authorized agent, and shall cause to be paid such fees as are 
specified in the published conditions for such event; and such owner or his agent as 
aforesaid shall set out in such form all the particulars relating to the event and to the 
animal being entered as is called for therein, and shall also at the time or at any time 
thereafter produce such proof in support of the truth of such particulars as the Man¬ 
ager shall require. 

4. The Association will not occept a conditional entry, or one that has been 
mailed or is postmarked or tendered after the date and hour of closing for entries, 
as set out in Clause 2 hereof, provided that the Executive Committee may extend the 
time for entry to be made in any event. 

5. Exhibitors making entries and not exhibiting shall forfeit all fees paid for 
entries. 

6. An entry properly made, accompanied by the proper fees therefor and mailed 
and postmarked not later than noon of the day following the day of closing as set 
out in Clause 2 hereof or delivered before such date and hour of closing to the Man¬ 
ager, shall be deemed to be made within the time herein limited for making entry. 

7. Unless otherwise stipulated in the published conditions, no animal, except a 
horse or pony shown in harness or under the saddle, or for bull and get, for cow and 
progeny, or for stallion and get, for mare and progeny, or for special prizes or cham¬ 
pionships, shall be shown or exhibited in more than one event, and no animal not having 
been awarded a first or second prize can be shown for a championship event 

8. All animals entered in pure-bred classes must be recorded in the name of 
the Exhibitor, in the Canadian National Live Stock Records at Ottawa. The Certificate 
of Registration must be in the possession of exhibitor or agent, so that it can be pro¬ 
duced when required. 

9. IMPORTANT—No Superintendent, assistant, or employee shall be permitted, 
directly or indirectly, to make an entry in any department of the Exhibition over which 
he presides or wherein he may be employed. 

Age of Horse 

10. The age of each horse is to be reckoned from the first day of January of the 
year in which it is foaled.

SUPPORT HOME INDUSTRY 
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Measurement 

11. Horses and Ponies shall be measured by such persons as the Executive 
Committee appoints, in the shoes in which such horses and ponies came on the prem¬ 
ises of the Association, and such measurement shall be taken as correct, unless the 
Judge of the event in which such horses or ponies are entered shall direct re-measure- 
ments to be made by some veterinarian appointed by the Executive Committee, and 
if the result of such re-measurement shows that such horses or ponies were not qualified 
for entry in the event in which the same had been entered, then such Exhibitor and 
such horses and ponies shall not be entitled to any award; provided that the above 
disqualification shall not apply to cases where only one horse or pony _ of a pair 
shown or exhibited in a sub-division of a horse or pony event does not exceed half 
an inch over the height prescribed by the published conditions for such sub-divided 
event, in which such pair is entered, but this proviso shall not qualify any horse or 
pony that is not within the qualifications prescribed hereby or by such published con¬ 
ditions, for any single harness horse or pony event for which said horse or pony is not 
properly qualified. 


Duties of Exhibitors 

12. No animal or exhibitor shall be decorated with medals or prize ribbons until, 
after the awards have been made in the respective events in which such animal is- 
shown or exhibited. 

13. Every exhibitor shall, either by himself or by some person appointed by him 
in his place, be in charge of any animal shown or exhibited by such exhibitor in any 
event, and such exhibitor or such appointed person shall be in attendance, neatly and 
properly dressed, accompanied by the animal to be shown or exhibited, at the place 
appointed by the Directors for the event in which such animal is to be exhibited or 
shown, at least thirty minutes before the time appointed by the Manager for the hold¬ 
ing of such event. 


Authority of Officials 

14. The Directors shall be at liberty for cause, or in their uncontrolled discretion, 
and without giving any reason therefor, to bar any exhibitor and any animal from par¬ 
ticipating in, or continuing to participate or compete in, any event; and also cause any 
such exhibitor or any such animal to be removed from off the premises of the Asso¬ 
ciation. 

15. Every animal shall be produced by the exhibitor thereof at such times and 
at such places, and for such purposes, and shown or exhibited for such time and in 
such manner as the Manager or judge of the event in which such animal is entered 
shall direct, and any refusal of such exhibitor to obey any such directions shall be 
construed as cause for such Manager or Judge to exercise the like powers which are 
hereby vested in such Manager cr Judge as are vested in the Directors by Clause 14 
hereof. 

16. Every animal entered or offered for entry in any event shall be subject to 
such examinations at such times and places and by such veterinarians as the Manager 
appoints. 

17. Where the total number of exhibitors in any event is less than three the 
Executive Committee shall 1 be at liberty to amalgamate such event with any other event 
of the like character, and where there is only one exhibitor in any event, or where the 
Judge is of the opinion that the animals exhibited do not justify an award, such Judge 
may withhold the awarding of any award for the same. 

18. The Judge of any event may, if he deems it necessary, in order to make an 
award, ride or drive any horse or pony being shown or exhibited in such event, and? 
such Judge may, if of the opinion that any horse or pony being shown or exhibited is 
not sufficiently under control, bar such horse or pony from further showing in such 
or any other event. 


Fraudulent Practice 

19. If any exhibitor be guilty of any fraudulent practice or shall conspire with 
another person for the commission of, or shall connive with any other person for the 
commission of, any corrupt or fraudulent practice in relation to any event, or shall 
show or exhibit an animal not properly entered, or shall administer or cause to be 
administered a drug or stimulant internally or by hypodermic method, prior to or during 
any event, or who shall use or cause to be used appliances, electrical or mechanical, 
other than the ordinary whip or spur during any event, shall be disqualified by the 
Judge from further participating in the event in which such offence occurs, and such 
Judge may also exercise all the powers given to a Judge under Clause 15 hereof. 

20. Any exhibitor who shall at any time or at any place attempt to interfere with 
or influence any Judge or any official of any event or of the Association, or who shall 
at any time on the premises of the Association be intoxicated or use improper language 
to any such Judge or official, or to any of the public resorting to such premises, or 
refuses to accept any award made by a Judge shall, at the discretion of the Manager, 
forfeit any award already made to him, and the Manager may, with like discretion, 
exercise all the powers given to the Directors under Clause 14 hereof.

21. Every exhibitor shall be deemed to be in full charge of and responsible for 
his exhibit, and the Association shall not be liable for any loss to any such animal or 
for injury or damage thereto, from the time that such animal commences to be trans¬ 
ported to the premises of the Association until such animal is delivered thereon, and 
every animal on such premises shall be deemed to be at the risk of the exhibitor, and 
the same shall remain at the risk of the exhibitor, except in the case of an animal being 
sold, when the same shall remain on such premises at the risk of the purchaser at such 
sale; and in either case the Association shall not be liable for the loss of any such 
animal or for injury or damage thereto, notwithstanding such loss, injury or damage 
arises through or by the negligence of the Association or any of its officers, servants 
or agents. 


Decisions Final 

22. A Judge shall have uncontrolled power to decide all questions as to the 
winner of any event over which such Judge presides, and the awarding of the award 
therefor, and the decision of such Judge on any such questions shall be final, and there 
shall be no recourse therefrom. 


Protests 

23. Without restricting any other provisions of these rules and regulations and 
subject to the proviso in this clause contained, wherever it is directed that any act, 
matter, award, decision cr determination shall be in the discretion of the Manager, 
Judge, Executive Committee or Association, or any person is authorized or empowered 
to do any act, matter or thing, or make any award, decision or determination, the same 
shall be in the sole, full, absolute and uncontrolled discretion of such Manager, Judge, 
Executive Committee, Association or other person, and shall be final and conclusive, 
and there shall be no recourse therefrom; provided that in cases where questions 
arise as to an animal being eligible for an event, an exhibitor may, within twenty-four 
hours after the rendering of a decision in respect thereof, deposit the sum of five dollars 
($5.00) and lodge a protest in writing, signed by such exhibitor, and setting out all 
the grounds of such protest, with the Manager, and thereupon the Manager shall refer 
such questions, together with such protest, to the Directors, whose decision thereon shall 
be final, and there shall be no recourse therefrom. 

24. The sum deposited with the Manager on a protest under the preceding 
clause hereof shall, in the event of such protest not being sustained by the Directors, 
become the property of the Association. 

Alteration 

25. If at any time the Directors shall deem it necessary or expedient to make 
any alteration in or addition to any of the foregoing rules and regulations, or in the 
published conditions of any event, they may do so; and all such alterations or additions 
shall be adhered to and have the same effect as if originally embodied in these Rules 
and Regulations. 


Challenge Cups 

26. Every exhibitor on being awarded a challenge cup by a Judge shall not be 
entitled to delivery of such challenge cun until he shall have entered into bond to 
the Association in such form and with such sureties as the Executive Committee re¬ 
quires, and conditioned that such exhibitor will return to the Association in good 
condition such challenge cup for shows or exhibitions as the Association shall require 
the same in competition. 


Admission to Grounds 

27. For all information see Department 13 in this Prize List. 

General 

28. For each exhibit a tag will be furnished the exhibitor specifying the class, 

and the number of the entry, which tag must remain attached to the exhibit during 

the' Exhibition. 

29. The entry tags, except in live stock classes, will be mailed if there is suffi¬ 
cient time for same to reach exhibitor; if not, they may be obtained from the office on 

the grounds when the exhibits are brought in. Goods shown for advertising purposes 
must be shown separately and altogether apart from goods entered in competition. 

30. Exhibitors must be careful that entry tags are securely and conspicuously 

attached to their exhibits, otherwise the exhibits may not be considered in the awarding 
of prizes. 

31. The Exhibition Association reserves the right to refuse any entry. 

32. No person shall be permitted in the Horse and Cattle Rings during the time 
of judging except the Judges or assistants, persons in charge of the animals, Directors 
of the Association, and members of the press.

The Alberta Dairy Association, in conjunction with the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture, are putting on a milk poster competition 
at the Dairy Convention which will be held in Calgary on February 
4, 5 and 6, 1925. 

The Edmonton Exhibition Association are holding a similar com¬ 
petition at the Exhibition, July 14 to 19, 1924, the prizes for which 
are donated by the Edmonton City Dairy and the Woodland Dairy. 

This competition is open to all boys and girls attending public, 
separate or secondary schools, including collegiate institutes and pre¬ 
paratory colleges. 

Pupils may compete in either of the two following classes: 

Class A—Pupils of any institution up to and including Grade 8.
